treme form of bigotry. 'But'it goes one 
step further than Toryism, by urging dis- 
crimination against the Jews on the 
ground of religion as well as the accident 
of birth. 


Whether the Jew is superior or inferior 


to other races, is immaterial: in the eyes 
of the law he is no better and no worse 
than members of other groups who com- 
pose our citizenship. In his right to 'the 
full privileges of a citizen, he stands on 
an absolute equality with all men.

The Wilson administration has been almost as 
hostile toward Russia, and the idea of opening trade with that 
country, as has France. What the attitude of the Harding ad- 
ministration will be remains to be seen, but Washington D Van- 
derlip and his associates have been willing to bet good dollars 
that the time is coming soon when trade with Russia will yield 


good profits to American capital.
